XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of October, 
November, and December, and year 1982. 


_ October.—The month offered a sharp contrast to the previous one, which, with its deficient 
rainfall and tendency to summer conditions in the matter of temperature and drying winde, 
had brought the wheat country, specially the outer areas, to a critical stage. 


The change was effected by a sudden revival of Tropical influences, which resulted in a 
series of five storms, all of which traversed the State in the form of closed ‘‘lows,’’ and 
though they displayed the erratic features in the way of rainfall distribution which usually 
characterise this class of disturbance, the gencral effect was to reverse completely the agri- 
cultural outlook, every portion of the wheat belt receiving bountiful rains. In many instances 
all records for October were broken in the outer East and North-East Districts and the Upper 
Great Southern, while without exception agricultural and South Coolgardie stations showed 
excesses above the average. 


In the lower South-West the totals were not everywhere up to normal, and some localities 
were in need of rain until the close of the month, when the heaviest falls occurred in that 
quarter. 


Showers of a light character only extended to the Gascoyne and Northern Goldfields, but 
even here some of the totals were in excess. In the latter half of the month there were slight 
indications of the season commencing in the East Kimberleys, but so far no important falls 
had occurred. 


The five storms constituted a remarkable series. All were preceded by a warm phase, and 
followed by unusually cold Southerly winds for the time of the year. These, at times, reached 
gale force, especially in the case of the final storm, when river crafts were buffeted on the 
Swan River, and telegraphic communication was temporarily interrupted along the Trans- 
Australian railway. Here and there some damage was done to crops by wind and heavy rain, 
while washaways were also experienced on the Lake Grace railway as a result of intense local 
downpours. While the first storm was a meagre rain-producer, the second, which commenced 
on the 8th, was acclaimed as saving the crops in the outer areas. The third, at the middle of 
the month, was almost rainless, but the fourth, which lasted from the 20th to the 24th, was 
productive of the heaviest falls for the month over the greater part of the wheat belt and 
South Fields. It was quickly followed by another on the 29th, when the lower South-West in 
particular was benefited. 
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The warm phases already mentioned naturally became more marked as the month ad- 
vanced, the highest temperatures, in general, being noted on the 27th and 28th, when the 
following maxima were noted :—Yalgoo 97 degrees, Laverton 95 degrees, Northam 86 degrees, 
and Bridgetown 87 degrees. The hottest day in Perth, however, was the 19th with 87.8 de- 
grees. In the Tropics, Derby registered 106 degrees on the 31st. In Perth the mean maximum 
was 70.1 degrees, or 1.1 degrees above normal, and the mean minimum 52.8 degrees, or 0.2 
degrees above. During a gale on the night of the 28-29th a squall of 52 miles per hour was 
registered at 11.30 p.m. 


November.—This month offered a sharp contrast to the previous month, inasmuch as the 
monsoonal disturbances, which brought exceptionally good falls in October, lost almost en- 
tirely their rain-bearing activity. Though well-formed systems frequently appeared on the 
weather chart, high temperatures were, in the main, the only appreciable result. In the Kim- 
berleys a similar outcome was noted. Time and again promising conditions for rain in those 
areas developed, but on every occasion the disturbances took a South-Easterly trend, working 
through Northern and Central Australia, and eventually joining up with the Queensland mon- 
soon. The monthly totals in our Northern districts were, consequently, much below normal, 
although a few isolated thunder showers of useful amount occurred. On the other hand, 
many stations received no rain at all. 


The only appreciable daily falls over Southern areas affected the stations along the Hs- 
perance-Norseman railway on the 20th. 


The mean temperatures for the month were not excessive, but some high individual 
maxima were noted from time to time, especially over the Goldfields. Early in the month 
the 8th was a conspicuous date, Wiluna recording 105 degrees and Kalgoorlie 102 degrees, 
while during the closing week 107 was registered at both Wiluna and Laverton. 


In Perth the mean maximum of 74.9 degrees compared with an average of 75.6 degrees. 
Although there were fairly prolonged spells of cool to moderate temperatures in the course of 
the month, there were occasional hot days. A glance through past records shows that the 
month was by no means the coolest ever experienced, the distinction falling to 1909, when the 
mear maximum was 72.5 degrees. 1899 followed with 72.7 degrees, and 1901 with 73.6 de- 
grees. 


December.—This month on the Coast was, for the most part, cool, except during the con- 
cluding stages, when heat wave conditions ruled. Inland, Gascoyne, goldfields and agricultural 
stations experienced occasional hot weather during the earlier half of the month, and, as in 
the case of the Coastal districts, towards the end severe heat was met with. 


Tropical depressions commenced to affect our Northern areas more frequently, and at the 
end of the month the rain totals at many centres were in excess of the average. The outstand- 
ing depression, and the one with which the heaviest and most widespread rains were associated, 
was first noted at Koepang on the 15th. With such a large expanse of ocean its course could 
not be followed with any exactitude, but its centre was shown later off our North-West Coast, 
and after reaching Carnarvon it moved overland, giving the West Gascoyne the heaviest rains 
ever recorded for December. Its track then passed through the Goldfields on to South Aus- 
tralia after affecting our agricultural districts. This downpour has done an immense amount 
of good to our pastoral districts, where the want of rain has, in some localities, been severely 
felt. Its presence in the agricultural districts was not so acceptable, as harvesting operations 
were held up, and these had been already hampered by the cold mornings. 


Year.—The most notable meteorological features of the year were the pronounced activity 
of the Cocos Island storms, a persistent tendency to stagnation on the part of the high pres- 
sure systems, and the comparatively small part played by the Southern low pressure belt. 
The rainfall was, consequently, predominantly tropical in character, and displayed many ab- 
normalities. Amongst the most important of these was a tendency for rainstorms to gilide 
around our coastline, instead of penetrating inland, and this militated strongly against the 
main pastoral regions. 


Kimberley and North-West.—It will he recollected that the 1931/32 season opened poorly 
in the Kimberleys, but the Western portions received excess rains both in January and Feb- 
ruary, a willy-willy in the latter month bringing the heaviest ‘alls. Both months, however, 
were disappointing in the East Kimberley, and an under-average March and dry April sug- 
gested that the season had closed. May, however, saw a recovery, and June was marked by 
exceptional out-of-season rains, which gave useful falls in the inland parts of the East Kim- 
berley. In the North-West the year opened with the country in better condition, owing to an 
almost unprecedented rain during the previous October. Some portions did well in January, 
but there was no further rain of consequence until May, which was well over average through- 
out. The Fortescue and Ashburton benefited by good falls in August. Very little rain fell 
during the following three months and the need of a good soaking downpour was everywhere 
apparent. December, however, saw a general increase in she tropical rains both in the North- 
West and Kimberley, and the pressure lines suggested that these would become heavier and 
more general as the season advanced. 
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Gascoyne and Goldfields—Over the Northern Fields and Gascoyne the earlier months of 
the year brought only thunder rains with some good local falls, but the first rain of a wide- 
spread character occurred in April. Some good gaugings, although not general, were noted 
in May, June, and July, while a tropical storm in August brought the best general rain for 
many months to the majority of districts from the Ashburton southward. The South Qool- 
gardie Fields were fortunate in October in connection with another storm which, however, 
missed the Gascoyne and Northern Fields. Despite these various rainstorms the greater 
part of the pastoral country was in need of a soaking rain by the end of November, and 
during December the whole division benefited by some wonderful rains, record registra- 
tions for the month falling over a large area. 

Agricultural Districts and South-West.—The main characteristics of the early part of 
the agricultural season were a long, dry summer, with consequent water and feed shortage, 
and good preliminary rains in March and early April, followed by another dry spell until 
late May when rains again fell. ‘These features recalled the drought year of 1914, so far as 
the actual rain distribution was concerned, but the weather charts bore no resemblance. 
Nevertheless, a weakness in June and early July occasioned anxiety. The rains were fre- 
quent, and sufficient to maintain growth, but the want of a soaking downpour to afford re- 
serves of moisture and invigorate crop growth was felt. This was supplied to all but some 
outlying districts at the middle of July, and August was an excessively wet month, especially 
over the Midland and Avon Valley districts, where extensive floods occurred. The month 
closed with water-logged fields and yellowing crops and plant growth generally at 2 standstill. 
The showers were lighter and sunshine predominant in early September and crops came ahead 
nicely, but the opposite extreme was reached in the latter half of the month, which hinted of 
an early setting in of Summer. Dry, warm conditions continued during the opening week of 
October, and the position was crucial when timely general rains fell on the 9th. These were 
repeated at intervals through the month, and the year closed with harvest prospects at their 
brightest. 


No. 43.—Abstract of Meteorological Observations.
